Rushville utility otncials are 
preparing to submit a budget 
totaling $473,200 to supply water 
and sewage services in 1976 for 
approval bv the City Council. 
The final budget proposals 
were arrived at by the Utility 
Board, although the final fate of 
the budget proposals will be 
decided by the council 


In preparing the 1976 budget 
estim ate for the two divisions of 
Rushville City Utilities, water 
and w aste water, the board used 


the actual figures for the first 
nine m onths of 1975 plus one- 
third of this amount to establish 
an am ount for com parison for 
the new year. Actual figures for 
the years 1973 and 1974 were 
also referred to in the budget 
preparation. 
At the beginning of 1975 the 
two departm ents were sharing 
office and some adm inistrative 
expenses 
on 
a 
50-50 
basis. 
During the year it was deem ed 
advisable to change this to a 70- 


30 basis, with the w aste w ater 
d e p a rtm e n t 
taking 
the 
responsibility for the 
larger 
p ortion. T his proportion is 
carried through for the year 
1976. 


The w ater budget estim ate is 
based upon 2 projected income 
of $189,900, the sam e as in 1975. 
E x p en ses for 1976 a re a n ­ 
ticipated to reach $185,506 as 
com pared to $164,944 for 1975, 
which leaves the net profit for 
the com ing year to be $3,694.

Malson said the rate increase 
was a violation of the “con­ 
stitutional and civil rights of the 
persons involved. 
“ It was a direct violation of 
the civil rights of the people. 
T heir 
p ro p e rty —the 
frozen 
rate—was taken away with out 
due process. The constitution 
cle a rly forbids it,” M alson 
concluded.

arrangem nts “Some people are 
wondering what they have to 
do,” Malson said. “They don’t 
have to do anything. The suit 
was filed on their behalf as well 
as the city’s.” 
He added the City Council has 
unanimously approved all legal 
action in order to see the m atter 
through. “ We have an obligation 
to sue to protect the interest of 
the 1,500 people, he said. 
Malson declined comment on

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Increasingly Safer 
Dangerous Christmas Toy 
Listing Not Made For 9 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Gov­ 
ernment safety officials have 
decided not to publish their 
annual list of banned toys this 
year and have dropped their 
program of sending volunteers 
into stores before Christmas to 
check for dangerous toys. 
The 
reason, 
according 
to 
Consumer Product Safety Com­ 
mission officials, is that toys 
have 
become 
increasingly 
safer. 
There are still hazards, one 
expert said, but the “horror 
show” 
examples 
of 
injury- 
causing 
toys that 
prompted 
Congress to crack down several 
years ago no longer exist. 
The last published list, put 
out in October 1974, contained 


nearly 2,000 banned hazardous 
toys. Some 15,000 copies of it 
were sent to toy stores and to 
consumers during last year’s 
Christmas shopping season. 
“We found that a lot of 
people were assuming that if a 
product was not on the list it 
was safe,” one official said. 
“T hat’s not necessarily true. 
We can’t find all the hazards 
and there is no pre-market 
testing required. 
“This year we don’t believe 
there 
are 
any 
outstanding 
problems representing unrea­ 
sonable risk with toys,” she 
added. 
The commission said the list 
was somewhat technical and of 
more value to the expert than 


to the average consumer. It 
also said corrections to 
or 
deletions from the list frequent­ 
ly never caught up with it and 
buyers 
were 
taking 
it 
as 
“gospel” in some cases where 
the hazards subsequently had 
been corrected. 


The “consumer deputy” pro­ 
gram which sent volunteers to 
stores to check shelves against 
the list and to look for other 
potential problem toys has been 
dropped this year, the commis­ 
sion said, because last year’s 
effort “found very few banned 
toys for sale and we would 
prefer to place our emphasis 
this year on educational pro­ 
grams and m aterial.”

Inflation Fighters 


Rush County • residents and those around the 
country are concerned with inflation and its effects on 
modem lifestyles. 
The problem has been with us for several years and 
appears to have become practically an integral part 
of life. 
A large number of residents in Rush County can 
and have taken a part in the “battle against in­ 
flation.” Farm ers are playing a two-fold role that 
benefits both the people of this country and those in 
other countries. 
The recent period of unseasonable weather has 
speeded up harvesting in this area. This, combined 
with relatively good growing conditions this year, has 
lead to early government predictions of record 
harvests. 
This continued striving for increased productivity 
can be a major factor in stabilizing the nation’s 
economy. By producing more grain and livestock, the 
price consumers have to pay goes down, thus easing 
the financial pinch. 
Farm ers here and around the nation are to be 
commended for their efforts in once again producing 
record harvests. The fruits of their labor will go to 
feed both persons here and abroad. 
Americans should not becom e complacent with this 
situation, however. Farm ers take pride in their 
record-setting accom plishm ents, but like any other 
businessman there are certain economic factors that 
must be considered. 
Figures indicate farm production costs have in­ 
creased 25 per cent over the past two years. Farm ers 
need higher returns to make up for this fact. 
Prices paid to farmers, however, do not reflect this. 
In October, statistics show on the average a farmer 
received $3.25 less per bushel for soybeans than in 
1974,83 cents less per bushel for corn and 83 cents less 
per bushel for wheat. 
Even record production figures cannot be expected 
to com pensate for this disparity. Food prices continue 
to climb. Increased production has always been one 
way of curbing higher prices. This appears to be 
changing, though. 
Should production costs continue to rise and the 
returns paid to farmers decrease, the .goal of in­ 
creased crop yields may becom e a thing of the past. 
Farmers can play a major role in controlling in­ 
flation. In fact, they have been doing so for several 
years. It Lnould not—and probably will not—rest 
solely upon them in the future. 
Continued education of consumers to show where 
their food dollars can be a first step. Statistics in­ 
dicate 80 per cent of the rise in food costs in the last 
year cam e after the product left the farm. 
Farmers have indicated their interest in dealing 
with inflation in their continued efforts to increase 
production. Now is the tim e for other groups to also 
shoji their 'concern and join farmers in “biting the 
for beth the good of this nation and others 
around the world,

Speaking Of 
Your Health 


‘Stress Test’ For Heart Disease 
I have been told that there is a 
“stress test” which can predict 
heart disease. Where can this 
test be given and what does it 
consist of? 
Mr. B.L., Tenn. 
Dear Mr. L.: 
Exercise stress testing has 
been used for many years. 
When carefully evaluated, the 
reaction of the person is a good 
guide to his cardiac (heart) 
status. 
Many of these tests have been 
so refmed that at the present 
time it is possible to use the 
electrocardiogram 
during 
periods of exertion. 
Ordinarily, 
the 
elec­ 
trocardiogram is used while the 
patient is completely at rest. 
Now, by studying the EKG 
changes during exercise, im­ 
portant information can be 
gathered, both for the diagnosis 
and for the treatment of heart 
disease. 
Probably the greatest con­ 
tribution of the stress testing is 
the 
early 
recognition 
of

“ It 
is 
d ifficu lt 
for 
the 
legitim ate businessman to stay 
in business today because of 
the pervasive growth of kick­ 
backs,” says Norman Jaspan, 
president of a firm specializing 
in ferreting out corporate fraud 
and payoffs. 


Jaspan 
estim ates 
“conser­ 
vatively” the bill for bribes and 
kickbacks 
“has reached the 
alarm ing figure of $5 billion.” 
The U.S. C ham ber of C om ­ 
m erce recently said the figure 
could be as high as $8 billion. 
Jaspan 
says 
his 
figure 
probably is on the low side 
because 
it 
is 
based 
on 
information 
collected 
in 
his 
investigations 
on 
companies 
involved in only three sectors of 
the economy — the food, retail 


and building industries. “These 
are the three most vulnerable 
to kickbacks, fraud and bribe­ 
ry, says Jaspan. 
“Unfortunately, the poor con­ 
sum er pays for this illegal 
activity” in the higher cost of

operation,” used in some cases goods and services. 
of coronary heart disease. 
Physicians and specialists in 
cardiology believe that exercise 
testing should be part of every 
complete physical examination 
in all people above the age of 35.

According to Jaspan, it is a 
standard practice in the build­ 
ing trades to add 8 per cent to 
IO per cent to a contract bid 
“as a cushion to cover the cost 
of kickbacks.” 
Jaspan says competition for 
superm arket shelf space is so 
intense “nationally advertised 
soft drinks, beers and other 
well-known products are kept

or 
even 
district 
m anager 
on 
som e 
predeterm ined basis.” 
Although kickbacks and p ay ­ 
offs are a “ standard practice” 
all year long, the big payoff 
comes at C hristm as time when 
vendors rew ard faithful buyers 
w ith gifts, la rg e and sm a ll. 
Some com panies have adopted 
the practice of limiting the size 
of the gifts, but Jaspan says 
this is begging the issue. 
“ Regardless 
of 
size 
and 
manner of presentation, busi­ 
ness 
gifts 
invariably 
raise 
questions of business ethics, he 
says. 
“ R egardless 
of 
how 
insignificant the offering, there 
is always the danger that the 
practice will get out of hand. 
“The only safe and proper 
course is the elimination of gift 


giving and receiving between 
employes 
and 
customers 
or 
suppliers.” 


A large 
num ber of 
com ­ 
panies, according to Jaspan, 
send letters to suppliers in the 
the weeks ahead of Christm as 
saying 
em ployes 
are 
not 
allowed to accept gifts. 


“Buyers on their staff look 
upon such notices with indif­ 
ference. A typical reaction is: 
‘This is fine. It will remind the 
vendors not to forget about m e, 
and to send the gifts directly to 
my home.” ’ 


In fact, says Jaspan, som e 
companies have gone so far as 
to advise vendors that gifts can 
be received a t home. To m ake 
it easy, som e provide hom e 
addresses. 


To elim inate kickbacks and 
bribes won’t be easy, Jasp an 
says. 


“A ffirm ation,” if it is to work 
at all, m u st not single out one 
link of the m arketing chain for 
special attention. Any potential 
savings should be passed on to 
the eventual consumer, 
with 
w holesalers 
and 
re ta ile rs 
required 
to 
give the 
sam e 
“ a ffirm a tio n ” they d em an d . 
Any less 
would only assu re 
m axim um 
profits 
to 
one 
segment of the industry, with no 
eventual 
benefits 
for 
in ­ 
dividuals. 
M eanw hile, 
Congress 
is 
moving 
a h e a d 
with 
c o n ­ 
sideration of President G erald 
Ford’s proposal to deregulate 
the transportation industry. It is 
opposed by the trucking 
in­

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Se­ 
veral m unicipal sewage plants 
have tried turning the sew age 
into 
usable 
gas, 
but 
an 
industry-governm ent-academ ic 
group believes it is a 
step 
ahead on the idea of producing 
energy, salable fertilizer and 
water so .clean “it’ll support 
trout.” 
The head of the effort 
is 
Joseph 
P. 
Judge, who 
w as 
recruited from industry by the 
American U niversity’s energy 
research program . 
The work is being done in 
conjunction with the Bechtel 
Corp. of San Francisco, Energy 
Research 
and 
Development 
Administration, 
Washington 
Gas 
Light 
Co. 
and 
the 
Environm ental 
Protection 
Agency. 
Judge, who owns coal m ines 
and has oil and gas interests, 
was recruited 
by 
American 
University early this year to 
get some projects started in 
energy research. 
“ The firs t thing that w as 
proposed w as to work with 
sewage and garbage conversion 
to 
m ethane,” 
Judge 
said. 
“There have been several pilot 
projects in the past, but we a re 
working with a rapid digestion 
process through enzymes.” 
The idea is enzymes from 
bacteria 
“digest" 
the 
raw 
sewage into m ethane and the 
leftover sludge can be m ade 
into fertilizer. The methane is 
captured and piped to a use 
such as burning in an electrici­ 
ty generator, 
the byproduct 
gases are “scrubbed” to m ake 
them 
clean 
emissions, 
the 
sludge is m ade fertilizer and 
the water is cleaned further for 
use 
or 
discharge 
into 
the 
Potomac river. 
“The w ater will be so clean, 
it’ll support tro u t," Judge said. 


“We’ve got about 30 different 
processes 
we 
are 
kicking 
around,” Ju d g e said. "We feel 
we will be on line with 
a 
scaled-down project, a working, 
provable 
project, 
in 
four 
months. Then we will operate it 
six months to a year. Then, we 
hope enough 
major corpora­ 
tions are interested to help 
build the full-scate operation or 
take it on th eir own.” 


The sc a le of the re se a rc h 
operation is tiny compared with 
the potential volume, he said. 
The researchers are running a 
few gallons of sewage a day 
through 
any 
of 
30 
or 
so 
processes, to see which is m ost 
promising. 


Judge said there is a related 
problem to be overcome 
in 
sewage treatm en t — how to 
remove the m etallic elem ents 
from treated sewage that is 
dumped into the river. T hat 
problem does not com plicate 
the production of methane, but 
if a future plant is to have a 
complete system , he said, it 
should deal with cleaning the 
w ater as w ell as producing 
usable gas. 


The m ethane produced in the 
system will probably cost $2 
per thousand cubic feet when 
the system 
proves feasible, 
Judge estim ated. If you credit 
a certain am ount from sale of 
fertilizer, 
the 
gas net. cost 
would be approxim ately $1.50, 
he 
said, 
and 
that 
should 
compete handily with natural 
gas. 


Natural g as outside federal 
regulation of ra te s sells for th at 
now in som e states and could 
well rise to $2.50 or $3 by the 
time the methane-from sewage 
process 
is 
in commercial 
application, he said. 


This is the most im portant 
point to em erge from President 
Luis 
E ch ev erria’s

Figures across the state 
varied between the 80 and 90 per 
cent figures by last weekend. 
The past few days of ideal 
harvest conditions, 
however, 
are believed to have pushed the 
already high harvesting figures 
over the nine-tenths mark. 
Five days were suitable for 
harvesting and fall plowing in 
Indiana last week. Topsoil and 
subsoil moisture-were rated as 
a d e q u a t e ,

precipitation was below normal.

Milk Prices 
Could Drop 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Milk 
production probably will run 
about I per cent above year-ago 
levels during early 1976 but 
farm prices for milk may dip 
more than usual next spring, 
specialists predicted today. 
Retail milk prices are rising 
and if consum ers spurn the 
higher priced milk it will affect 
the prices farmers will get, 
according to economist Charles 
Shaw in a report prepared for 
the Agriculture Department’s 
annual Outlook Conference. 
But since government price 
supports for milk have been 
raised that could keep farmer 
prices well above year-earlier 
levels. Shaw said. 


the first days of this week 
continued to permit farmers to 
enter the fields and complete 
their harvesting, as well as 
make large advances in plowing 
land in preparation for next 
year’s crops. 
The soybean harvest neared 
the 97 per cent mark, as well. 
This figure was only slightly 
higher than the previous week, 
according to Park. 
Winter wheat seeding has 
been completed and while still 
rated mostly good to excellent, 
Park said there was a “definite 
improvement” from the week 
before. 
Plowing of land intended for 
spring planting was 30 per cent 
completed, a few days behind 
1973—but two weeks ahead of 
last year. 
P astu res rem ained m ostly 
fair to good, about the same as 
.the week before. 


Boom In 1 9 7 2 


“With the 
harvest season 
nearing an end, this has been an 
unusually good year for getting 
crops plan ted ,” Park said 
“Growth and development have 
been rapid and the harvest has 
progressed at a near record 
pace.” 
Area farmers tend to agree 
with the statement, but take it 
one step farther. The excellent 
weather experienced so far this 
year during the harvest season 
has also played a significant 
role in permitting farmers to get 
their crops out of the fields.Good 
drying conditions has also 
meant less drying has been 
needed. 
In contrast to 1974, Park noted 
that disease problems have 
been minimal and except for a 
relatively dry July, weather 
conditions 
w ere 
mostly 
favorable for farm ers this 
season.

in grain prices since the survey 
may mean another IO to 12 
percent increase in land values 
this fall and winter over levels 
of last spring.” 


For persons planning to sell 
land in the next few years now 
may be a good time to sell 
Atkinson says. 
“Land that is being rented on 
a crop share basis likely will 
earn a rate of return less than 
the farm mortage interest rate 
with corn prices around $2 
b u s h e ls figure which is likely 
in a year of good Corn Belt 
weather,” he adds. 


“When that 
occurs, 
there 
could also be weakness in larid 
prices. If land has to be sold in a 
year or so, this is the risk taken 
by not selling in the next six to 
nine months.” 
The investor buyer who plans 
to rent out the land, Atkinson 
suggests, 
should 
budget 
carefully both average returns 
and cash flow. Returns will not 
likely average more than the 
farm mortage interest rate, he 
notes. So, the decision to pur­

in land values. 


“As has been true for the last 
20 years or longer, land for 
enlargement or as a base of 
operations often earns good 
returns. But for operators who 
have to borrow the maximum,

Good For Consumers 
Production Increases Seen 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Beef 
production next year may rise 3 
to 5 per cent above this year’s 
record level and hog slaughter 
may increase 3 to 5 per cent as 
well, an A griculture D epart­ 
ment economist says. 
That could mean a good year 
for consumers. 
George Hoffman, the agricul­ 
ture analyst, added in a report 
that farm ers may find prices 
for grain-fed cattle averaging 
about 
$44-$48 
per 
hundred­ 
weight, near or just above the 
1975 average. Hog prices, he 
said, will trend down from this 
year’s peaks if production rises 
as expected in the latter part of 
next year. 
For consumers, Hoffman said 
in the report prepared for the 
Agriculture Department’s annu­ 
al National Agricultural Out­ 
look Conference, “retail meat 
prices in 1976 may be moderat­ 
ed by expected increases in 
supplies.” 
The analyst said this year’s 
record beef production helped 
push per capita beef consump­ 
tion to an estimated 120 pounds. 
Overall 1975 meat consumption 
is expected to fall to about 180 
pounds. 
The decline of about 4 per 
cent from the average 
188 
pounds of meat consumed by 
each American in 1974 is due 
primarily to a sharp drop in 
this year’s pork supply. Latest 
estimates indicate per capita 
pork consumption for 1975 will 
be down to about 54 pounds, a 
drop of 12 pounds from 1974 and 
the lowest figure in 40 years. 
For 1976, Hoffman said that if 
current 
production 
forecasts 
prove accurate, the average

consumer will get a total of 
about 185 pounds of m eat — 
recovering part, but not all, of 
this year’s decline in the total 
supply figure. Beef consump­ 
tion may rise to a record of 122- 
124 pounds per capita, with 
pork 
moving up to a 
still 
relatively low level of 56 to 58 
pounds per person. 
The m eat consumption esti­ 
mates represent considerably 
more poundage than the aver­ 
age American ever sees on his 
plate, 
however. 
Government 
per capita meat consumption 
figures are calculated on a 
“carcass weight” basis, which 
means they include much waste 
fat, bone and scraps which are 
trimmed away before retail 
cuts are prepared for sale. 
One meat industry 
expert 


estimated recently the pub­ 
lished figures would have to be 
reduced about 40 per cent to 
get near the amount of meat 
shoppers actually take home 
from supermarkets. 
Hoffman said his forecasts of 
rising beef and pork production 
were based on the assumption 
that this year’s big livestock 
feed grain crops — which have 
reduced production costs for 
livestock farmers — will be 
followed by adequate range 
grass supplies over the winter 
and another good feed grain 
harvest next year.
